Pekin, Sept. 10—Yellow teas are the 


atcet fad of the little yellow empress 
n her yellow Blazed palace in the for- 
bidden city. Maybe she thinks hospi- 
tality on a magnificent scale will awak- 
en respect and perhaps teach forgetful- 
ness. 


The summer season has opened the 


Winter palace, which hab been ciosed 
lince te siege. From her throne of 
:arved blackwood hung with 
golden 


brocade, the empress dowager of China 
)lays hostess and 
dispenses tea to 


western visitors. Her morning recep- 
tions to the legation ladies are now an 
established feature of Pekin life. An 
American Avomen, a guest of the lega- 
tion, was among the first of the visi- 
tors admitted within the sacred circle 
It was the climax, she says of her in- 
teresting experiences in the east. 


The little company of legation ladies 


left Pekin at 9 in the morning. Each 
lady arrived in an official chair with 
tour bearers and four reserves, and at- 
tended by two court officiate. 


The approach to this building was 


through a large court yard and up a 
long, broad flight of white marble 
steps.

What You Ought 
To Know About 
Ohio Tax Laws 


A DISCUSSION BY 


LAWYER THORNDIKE AND FARMER PERKINS 


NUMBER FOUR (To Be Completed In Ten Numbers).

ARMER PERKINS—The ,Ohlo tax 


list requires the value of all 
moneys in possession, or on de- 
posit, on the days preceding the 


second Monday of April, to be re- 
turned. Is that done as required by* 
law? 


Lawyer Thorndike—It is not. Those 


persons who have any conscience in 
tax matters (and that number is 
growing smaller each year) pay out 
all their moneys betore that .day, but 
the most of them pay no attention to 
the matter. Some of them ease their 
consciences by' sajing to themselves 
they owe as much as they have money 
on hand, and hence make no return, 
but in fact very little money is re- 
turned. In the country townships and 
in some city districts money is return- 
ed because. Its presence is known and 
because of the return of some amount 
prevents an inquiry by the boards of 
equalization. 


Farmer Perkins—Is there no way to 


compel or force citizens 
to 
return 


their money on hands on grand levy 
day? 


Lawyer 
Thorndike — Practically, 


there is not. The lav.s as to penalties 
tor non-return,-or insufficient return, 
are a dead lette^. The tax penalties 
are never enforced. 
The 
return of 


moneys for taxation is with some a 
matter of conscience, and 
with 
all 


others it is a matter of how to escape 
inquiry from the boards of review. 


The practical working of the law 


since 1846, for fifty-seven years, has 
'jeen that money can not be reached. 
The state ought not to attempt to tax' 
that which it can not reach, as the at- 
tempt is demoralizing to the state and 
to the taxbearer. 


Farmer Perkins—How about the re- 


turn of credits under item 14 of the 
Ohio tax list? 


Lawyer Thorndike — The average 


taxbearer will only return such cred- 
its as he believes the public has knowl- 
edge of. If he thinks his credits are 
not known to the public, he will re- 
turn none. 
-n 


The policy cf^he law js to induce 


the taxbearer to secrete all his busi- 
ness from the public, -and he does it 
right well. The ^tate^ has no method 
to compel the taxbearer to state his 
credits and return, l&e same. Any 
method it might adopt would be more 
expensive than the amount of taxes 
realized, and hence the law is incapa- 
ble of enforcement, except in a case 
here and there. These exceptional 
cases, where there is an attempt to en- 
force it, simply call attention to its 
injustice. It is wrong and unjust to 
enforce it in one instance and leave 
it unenforced in a thousand 
other 


cases. The citizen against whom it is 
enforced feels that it is spite work on 
the part of the taxing officers, because 
his neighbors escape, and he is soured 
for life. He determines that he will 
never be caught a second time and 
he never is. He becomes a student 
of ths subject, "How to Escape Taxa- 
tion," and as the lesson is readily and 
easily learned, he becomes a master in 
it 
I give an instance: One spinster 


returned $5.000 credits for years. The 
county auditor thought she ought to 
have returned §10,000, and 
tried to 


make her do it He failed and she left 
the state. The tax on the $5,000 which 
she had returned for years was purely 
a voluntary contribution on her part 
for the sake of peace. She could have 
escaped it from the start, but when 
the taxing officers sought to compel 
her to double her burden, she learned 
how to avoid taxation and practiced it 
By doing it she saved $100 per year, 
which she learned she might 
have 


saved for years before. She despises 
the Ohio system, and rightfully, too. 
A spasmodic enforcement of the law 
is worse than none at all. 


Farmer Perkins—What has been the 


effect of the attempt to tax credits in 
Ohio? 


Lawyer Thorndike—It has kept up 


the rate of interest on loans nearly 2 
per cent above what it would have 
been had there been no attempt to 
make cnyJSts a subject of taxation. 


The state expected to obtain this ex- 


cess of interest in taxes, but it never 
obtained it an<l never will. The cred- 
itor class exa<-is it from the debtor 
class for the risk of 
being 
taxed. 


•which Is irally avoided. 
The theory 


of tasaUon or credits (for it is a the- 
ory only) increases the burdens of 
debtors. Were it not for the attempt- 
ed taxation of credits in Ohio, money 
coiaid be borrowed at from 3 to 5 per 
cent The polify of the siate in this 
r«\=pect simply keeps np the rate of 
Interest and fails to brins 5n the rev- 
enue 51 was intended to bring. 


The allo-a ins of debts to be exempt- 


ed from crefliis practically excuses the 
tax1>carer fro.n returning: any credits 
It is easy to create debts for taxation 
purposes, and they are so created.

N« citizen who has any self-respact 


will disclose his real financial condi- 
tion, on a tax list, and yet if the Ohio 
tax list were made out as the law in- 
tended, every citizen's real financial 
condition would be made public to the 
tax assessor, to the county auditor, 
and to the public. 


If the taxpayer Is rich he desires to 


conceal the fact from the taxing offi- 
cers to avoid the payment of taxes. 
He does this to the best of his ability, 
ani wonderful ability is displayed in 
that direction. 


1C he is involved, hut doing business 


ani in fair credit, he will not disclose 
his condition, because it would be ruin 
to do so. If the state of Ohio could 
compel its taxbearers to disclose their 
actual condition, it would precipitate 
failures enough to bankrupt one-half 
the people. The law seeking to com- 
pel men to disclose their financial con- 
dition on a tax list is, therefore, a fail- 
ure, and will be less respected and less 
observed the better it is known. 


Farmer Perkins—What as /to item 


15, moneys invested in bonds, stocks, 
joint companies, etc.? 


Lawyer Thorndike—If the taxbearer 


thinks his business is known'to the 
pul>lic, he will return thess articles, 
If ke has them. If not, he will not re- 
turn them. Shrewd business men do 
not allowtheir ownings, or holdings, 
known to the public and hence do not 
return this class of items, except suffi- 
cient to preclude inquiry. 


IE compelled to return them one 


yea.T, they disappear the next and are 
reported as invested in exempt securi- 
ties. 


Farmer Perkins—What about 
the 


sixteenth item of the tax list, money 
coo.verted into United States bonds,'' 


Lawyer Thorndike—This is an un- 


warranted attempt on the part of the 
state to pry into the affairs of indi- 
viduals. It is to keep tab on his 
mozey and the manner of its invest- 
ment In practice, the taxbearer gives 
or refrains from giving the informa- 
tion called for as he daems proper. 
If lie thinks his transactions are pub- 
lic, lie gives the information. If he has 
kept Tiis affairs secret, he does not 
gir<5 it, 


The same is true "as to bonds exempt 


from taxation on the top of page 3 of 
the? tax list. If the taxbearer ones 
rep-orts them, the assessor will expect 
to see the same amount each year, or 
have it accounted for. 


If once the taxbearer in Ohio makes 


a full return of credits, bonds, etc., 
and then lessens the amount, he 5s 
hounded by the taxing officers year 
after year, to know what he has done 
•with them, and no explanation but in- 
solvency, or removal from the state, 
will be sufficient to stop the persecu- 
tion. 
II a citizen makes a large return 


ana then wishes to reduce it, it would 
be advisable to take up his domicile in 
another state. 


Farmer Perkins—Can you give me 


an instance where by official reports 
money and credits are shown in any 
particular county and then the true 
amount of money and credits 
is 


known? 


Lawyer Thorndike—On page 272 of 


the state auditor's report, 1901, is a 
table of moneys returned from 
the 


several counties. On page 274 is the 
table of credits. Add the two together, 
then obtain'the national bank deposits 
from the report of the comptroller ol 
tie currency, the report of the depos- 
its of the private banks from the state 
auditor's report, then add the deposits 
of the building associations in tje 
county, and the difference 
between 


this total and the amounts giveu in 
the* reports will disclose what money 
in the county escapes taxation. H 
some enterprising newspaper in the 
sta.te would work this out as to each 
of the SS counties, it would be 
the 


mo-st startling fact ever published. I 
worked the problem in a single county 
for 1902, and found that 33 per c*»-t 
of the aggregate of deposits by the 
banks and building associations for 
tier selected year were returned 
as 


moneys and credits. Of the aggregate 
of moneys and credits, moneys made 
11 IKT cent and credits 22 per cent- If 
the people of the -.tate wish to know 
tlcsse facts, they lie right before them.
